REPORT 

BILL WOULD BAN 
HAZARDOUS TOYS 
(Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn prepares this weekly 
column to inform Massachu¬ 
setts residents of the state 
consumer laws.) 

Highly flammable stuffed dolls 
and easily-opened baby rattles 
filled with rusty spikes are among 1 
the dangerous toys that can be 
bought by unsuspecting shoppers. 

My Consumer Protection Divi¬ 
sion has received an increasing 
number of complaints from dis¬ 
traught parents who have pur¬ 
chased these and other seemingly 
innocent toys. 

Because the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration may only’ 
ban toys which are sold in more 
than one state, I have filed a bill 
which will empower the Massa¬ 
chusetts Commissioner of Public 
Health to remove hazardous pro¬ 
ducts made and sold in the Com¬ 
monwealth from the market. 
INADEQUATE LA BELLI NG 
This bill also empowers the 
Commissioner of Public Health 
to require adequate cautionary 
labelling. Toys sold with inad¬ 
equate tags or instructions may 
harm unknowing children. For 
example, instructions on play 
ovens and irons often do not 
state that the toys heat to a high 
temperature and cause burns. 
Although many of the most 
, obviously dangerous toys have 
been removed from the market, 

• investigators from the division 
, have found that there are num- 
[ bers of toys with hazardous as- 
t pects still being sold. Certain 
toys have been constructed from 
materials which can cut and 
scratch—for instance, doll dishes 
and furniture made of glass or 
. brittle plastic that shatter and 
" splinter. 

REMOVAL PROCEDURE 
The proposed hazardous sub¬ 
stances bill would establish a pro¬ 
cedure for manufacturers and 
, dealers to make refunds to con- 
j sumers who purchase inadequate- 
j ly labelled or banned toys. It also 
t gives the director of public health 
s and his inspectors the power of- 
access and entry with a warrant 
tc search the premises of an es- 
e tablishment selling harmful toys. 
n Under the bill, penalties for 
\ violation of the law carry a ma- 
s ximum penalty of a $3000 fine or 
one year imprisonment or both. 

Of course not all playthings 
can be 100 per cent saf* How- 
a over, this bill will ensure that 
all extremely hazardous toys are 
s banned and that the potentially 
harmful ones are adequately la¬ 
belled. , 

\ It will also guarantee that pub- 
v lie officials have the authority to 
x protect the residents of the Com¬ 
monwealth from unnecessary 
harm caused by dangerous toys.

The incidence of dog bites hap- 
.pening in town has been on the 
increase steadily since the month 
of December.

It is quite evident, that there 
is little or no compliance with 
the leash law which was enacted 
in 1968. Beside the increase in 
dog bite cases, it is readily no¬ 
ticeable that dog owners are dis¬ 
regarding the law, by the in¬ 
crease number of dogs, loose on 
the streets and traveling in.packs 
throughout town. 

Because of these increasing dog 
bites and dog packs, this office 
has asked the town dog warden, 
Mrs. C. Campbell, to issue sum¬ 
monses to owners of dogs involv¬ 
ed in dog bites, where it is shown 
that the owner was in violation 
of the leash law. She has also 
been asked to increase the pick¬ 
ing up of dogs found loose thru- 
out town.
